Of  course  this 
belief  is  inaccurate,  as  giant  spurs  of  these  great  ranges  stretch  out  into  Italy,  Austria 
and  Germany,  and  Mont  Blanc,  the  loftiest  peak  of  western  pAirope,  is  in  France,  ^'et 
a  surprising  number  of  people  consider  all  the  mountains  of  Europe  tie  in  Switzerland  I 

Thousands  of  visitors  each  \ear  pour  into  Switzerland,  and  pour  out  again  filled 
with  inspiring  memories  of  the  wtinderful  beauties  ot  nature  which  they  ha\e  seen.  This 
small  country  becomes  better  and  better  known. 

Switzerland  is  the  one  district  in  this  part  of  the  world  where  winter  sports  can  be 
carried  on  by  everyone  under  the  very  best  conditions.  This  also  has  been  realized  by  the 
Swiss.

The  second  goal  was  the  result  ot  good  combination  b\  the  Ashbury  forwards.  A  fast 
evenlv  contested  game. 


On  Ihursday,  Oct.  23rd.  a  return  game  was  played  with  L.C.C.  on  the  M.A..A..A. 
grounds.  The  game,  which  the  School  should  have  won  had  the  forwards  followed  up  with 
more  determination,  ended  in  a  scoreless  draw. 


Saturday,  Oct.  25th.  the  School  team  went  to  Ottawa  tor  the  return  match  uith 
Ashbur\-  College.  The  XI  ,with  several  supporters,  left  Montreal  by  the  9  o'clock  train 
on  which  the  C.F.R.,  had  given  us  a  private  car.  On  arriving  in  Ottawa  a  bus  met  us 
and  took  us  out  to  .Ashbury  by  way  of  Parliament  Buildings  and  Rockcliffe  Park  in  order 
to  prove  to  the  incredulous  that  Ottawa  has  a  real  excuse  for  its  existence.  .Ashbury 
entertained  us  to  lunch  before  the  game  and  to  a  very  good  tea  afterwards. 

The  ground  was  in  excellent  condition  for  football  but  there  was  a  very  strong 
wind   blowing  down   the  field. 

Ashbur\-  kicked  off  with  the  wind,  and  kept  SeKv\-n  House  in  their  own  halt  for 
the  first  fifteen  minutes  of  play  ;  from  a  corner  kick  Graham  beat  Bishop  tor  the  only 
goal  of  the  game.  .After  this  reverse  Selwyn  House  improved,  and  owing  to  good  com- 
bination by  the  forwards  did  far  more  attacking  than   their  opponents. 

In  the  second  halt,  had  the  visitors'  forwards  received  any  adequate  support  from

Two 
minutes  after  the  kick-off  McCourt  took  the  ball  through  and  passed  to  Lyman  in  front 
of  the  St.  .Alban's  goal.  Lyman  shot  but  the  goal-keeper  made  a  good  save  and  cleared 
to  the  wing  ;  the  ball  fell  at  the  feetof  Birks,  who  made  no  mistake  with  a  fast  cross  shot 
into  the  far  corner.  The  school  pressed  for  the  remainder  of  the  half  but  owing  to  the 
difTicultv  of  keeping  the  ball  under  control  the  shooting  was  erratic,  and  no  further  goals 
were  scored. 

The  second  halt  produced  very  good  football,  St.  .Alban's  might  well  have  scored 
several  goals  but  for  the  work  of  Peck  and  Miller  who  worked  indefatigably  and  cleared 
well   with   low,   well  placed   kicks  mto   the   wind.     The  School   forwards  played   a   strong

The 
pla\  ceiitied  round  the  .St.  .Alhan's  goal  for  the  entire  half;  twice  only  did  the  ball  cross 
the  half-wa\"  line  ;  once  a  .St.  .Alban's  torwarti  got  awa\'  b\'  himself  and  Sharji  sa\ed;  the 
other  attack  was  spoiled  b\'  an  ofl-side.
